Board of Trado was speedily crowded to its 
utmost capacity, and nion ixnd women, too, 
crowded around tho approaches to tho iloor 
vainly striving to got a nearer view of the 
actions of the occupiers o[ tho wheat pit. 
On the floor itself tho tension was extreme. 
Nobody seoincd to know what to expect nest, 
and ovcrybody scorned to bo preparing for 
the worst. 


At tho opening of business Secretary Stone 


notified nil interested that tho firms of S. C. 
On-, J. II. Yonst and K. J. McCleary wished 
to liavo all deals with thorn closed at oncu, 
Tho announcement was not calculated to 
lend strength to the market, or restore confi- 
dence to tho crowds in tiiu wheat pit, ojid it 
is hard to say wLut the result would have 
been had tho official notification not been 
speedily followed by another of sti'.l more im- 
portance, and of a more oncournging nature. 
It came from the (Inn of C. J. Kershaw & 
Co., (rod was ono for which everybody was 
waiting with the deepest solicitude. Tho no- 
tico road as follows:

Tho effect ot this announceiuont was in- 


stantaneous. Everybody in tho apartment 
greeted this announcement with a choor, and 
its effect in strengthoninp; tlio morkot was at 
once apparent Three-quarters of an hour 
uftor tho Korshaw affair tho Secretary again 
made his way to too north gallery, thus timo 
to announce that tho firm of Pickering & Co. 
losirod to have a'.l their trades closed. 


Tho early trading was oC tho most fovorish 


and exciting nature. Korshaw's assurances 
tended to steady tho ir.arkot a-.id a slight ad- 
vance wns noted. Tlio numerous small fail- 
ures, the continued heavy receipts of grain, 
tho dreadful uncertainty which was back of 
tho events of yesterday, all. combined to 
rnako traders cautious, and tho advance was 
soon lost. Juno wheat opened at 75 cents 
and this future readied its highest point at 
K% cents about 1030 n. ni. A gradual 
decline then sot in, so that at 31 o'clock 
Juno -wheat was selling at 74 conts. The 
first sales of July wheat were at 70 cents. 
On tho strength of Korshaw's announcement 
76Ji cents was reachod. This future then do- 
c'.ined quite rapidly to 7o cents. There was 
n rumor at the name time that Armour had 
stated that July wheat would not bo per- 
mitted to go below 73 centj. 
This, together 


with tho fact that Korshaw had margined 
below 75 cents, caused a turn at tills point, 
and for un hour following July sold between 
72'^ and 73K conts. Disinterested traders 
on all Bides looked on and declared that they 
believed tho worst was yot to come. It was 
generally conceded that if Korshnw & Co. 
were forcjd to closo trades a still greater 
panic ivcmUl ensue, and that nothing would 
prevent wheat from going to C3 cents before 
the close.

At noon the Clearing House shoot showed 


that nino houses, Inclur'.ing C. J. ICershaw K 
Co., hud failed to pay their dobit balances.

He Is a private banker and stock broker of 
note, and he attributes his failure to the 
break of the corner.

nffiuo"puTjnc loll; nigUi:.' Tfie oT3er for toiiT- 
porary relief made in favor ot the Louisville 
& Nashville road will be nllowwl to remain 
in force until the day originally limited for 
its expiration. Of the other applications for 
relief, earning from tho transcontinental 
lines, from tho southern and southwestern, 
northern, eastern, and western :inus, forty- 
five in all, it is decided that thu temporary

limited in each. Ko further order, Uio coin- 
mission says, will bo made uixm any of tho 
petitions, for although some two or three of 
the cases may not, by tho facts recited in the 
applications for relief, bo brought strictly 
within tho principles discussed in tlie de- 
cision, yot they all present what are claimed 
to bo different circumstances and conditions, 
adequate to authorize exceptions to tin; gen- 
eral rule; and if the petitioners are persuaded 
that tho fact is as they represent thoy should 
act under tho statute accordingly. Tho com- 
mission dovotes considerable spice to a dis- 
cussion of the proper construction of thejlonj,' 
and short haul clause of the act, and tho duly 
oj tho commission in affording relief to peti- 
tioners by suspending thi.< provision of the 
law, and sums up its conclusion in Uio follow- 
ing language: 


"Tho charging or receiving the greater 


compensation for tho shorter than for Uie 
longer haul is forbidden only when both are 
under substantially similar circumstances 
and conditions, and therefore if in any case 
tho carrier, without ilrst obtaining un order 
of. relief, shall depart from the general rn'.e, 
its doing so will not alono convict is of ille- 
gality, since if Iho circumstances and condi- 
tions of tlio two hauls <m> dissimilar the stat- 
ute is not violated. Should un interested 
part}' dispute that tho action of tho carrier 
was warranted, an issue would be presented 
for adjudication, and the risks of that adju- 
dication 
tho carrior 
would 
necessarily 


assume. Tho latter clause ir. tho same 
section, which empowers the commission to 
nmko orders for relief in its discretion, does 
not in doing so restrict it to a finding of cir- 
cumstances and conditions strictly dissimi- 
lar, but seems intended to glvu a doscretion- 
arv authority for cases that could not bo 
indicated in advance by general designation, 
while the cases which upon their fncts should 
bo acted upon as clearly exceptional, would 
bo left for adjudication when the action of the 
carrier was challenged. Thnstatute becomes, 
on this construction, practical, and this sec- 
,ion may bo enforced without serious em- 
barrassment."

of dissimilar circumstances and conditions 
within tho meaning of tlio law, mid which 
tho commission say must in general bo a 
mixed question ot law and fact upon which 
differences of opinion would be expected to 
arise.
